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The Case for Vocational Guidance 


OUR war against the forces ungodli- 

ness epitomized the Nazi creed 
question will victorious but when 
will the actual fighting terminate. However, 
the fruits such victory could easily 
lost beyond redemption immediate steps are 
not taken insure that those things for 
which our young men and women are fighting 
for which are all praying will pro- 
vided for them and their children. 

Every aspect the American way life 
they left behind being assiduously probed 
attempt devise ways and means 
correcting existing deficiencies. Economic 
plans are being proposed whereby war pro- 
duction can reconverted into peacetime 
channels, that the greatest source pre- 
war trouble, unemployment, will not recur. 

the economist, statesman, and church- 
man deem imperative plan for the com- 
ing period peace, most certainly behooves 
the educator scrutinize his own field, and 
he, too, should propose ways and means 
correcting past abuses. this manner only 
will the educator have done his share pro- 
tect the fruits victory that will have 
been costly its winning. 


The Four Freedoms and Education 


Some deficiencies prewar education 
will, fortunately, come into sharp focus when 
the time comes inaugurate educational 
program for man peace enjoying freedom 
religion, freedom from political aggression, 
freedom speech, and freedom from want. 

Who can say that the schools were not 
some way responsible for the present cata- 
clysm world affairs, moral well 
political? Are our educators sure that they 
provided the necessary means whereby the 
future citizens our country would 
position protect and enjoy the freedoms 
which should have been -theirs 
course the present conflict? The educator 
seeking the answers these two questions 
will not, can assure you, find very edifying 
answers. Let see for the moment what 
will find.

religion, the Catholic secondary schools. 
would find that these schools have and 
always will stand for religious freedom. The 
Catholic schools with centuries experience 
behind them have developed wealth 
techniques and materials for providing reli- 
gious guidance, thereby fulfilling, 
reproachable manner, their first duty the 
child. providing for the spiritual wants 
the child that the Catholic schools are per- 
haps the only type schools which possess 
the true philosophy and 
means inculcating the child the desire 
keep and fight for this first all freedoms. 
Secular education, its very indifference can 
material way properly foster this first 
and most precious the four freedoms, 
Furthermore fact that religious in- 
difference probably the greatest danger 
religious freedom. 

analyzing further the Catholic secondary 
system education, our inquiring educator 
will see that, with religion its central 
theme, the Catholic school well equipped 
provide education favorable not only 
the first freedom but the second and third 
from political aggression, 
freedom speech. Catholic education built 
philosophy that demands consideration 
all aspects human nature and must 
necessity teach and preach the truth that 
all children are children God and cannot 
therefore considered mere wards the 
state. This truth sufficient stamp the 
Catholic way life and the Catholic system 
schools the surest guarantee against 
national scourge man’s 
God-given right freedom from tyranny. 
like manner, the Catholic way life, based 
upon the philosophy life held favor 
many those responsible for our Bill 
Rights, teaches the sacredness the third 
freedom, freedom speech. Consequently, 
would obvious our inquiring peda- 
gogue that the Catholic system education 
and the Catholic secondary schools, par- 
ticular, are enviable position insure

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for the future the preservation the first 
three the four freedoms for which the 
present conflict being waged. 

However, when our educator comes 
analyze the prewar educational practices 
which were supposed insure economic 
security, sure discover most glaring 
defect our secondary school program. All 
the high schools, religious well 
secular, are found wanting this aspect 
education. And most unfortunate that 
Catholic secondary schools, because their 
greater interest liberal education, have 
given ground, slight may be, the 
public schools this task providing guid- 
ance for the youth who has discover the 
fields which his talents can used best 
advantage for himself and society. 


The School and the Fourth Freedom 


Economic freedom, which, after all, the 
aim any vocational guidance program, has 
received little attention from those respon- 
sible for the liberal education our Catholic 
boys and girls. Too often, its admirable 
desire fit them for society and provide 
them with the means saving their souls, 
the secondary schools have overlooked that 
important task providing them with the 
means preparing for vocation, entering 
into it, and finding satisfaction their work 
earning living. 

Reasons for this condition are not too 
difficult find. Fortunately, however, they 
are reasons that can eliminated. one 
time was only the artisan and the slave 
who had interest themselves questions 
bread and butter, whereas liberal educa- 
tion was exclusively for those who had 
already attained economic freedom and secur- 
ity from want. Tradition has, unfortunately, 
kept this notion with too long. Little 
little are coming realization that 
liberal education need not concern itself en- 
tirely with the workings the mind. What 
may one the fruits the present war 
recognition the fact that the demands 
the lowly stomach need not beneath 
the consideration liberally and culturally 
minded teachers. 
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The charm culture means little 
empty stomach ana hungry man, regardless 
his liberal education, poorly equipped 
for social participation. the final analysis, 
the highest culture comes only the person 
who has learned something useful who 
has the skill apply what has learned. 

When the secondary schools come 
complete realization this idea they will 
position see that economic freedom, 
which, course, must include preparation 
through vocational guidance, not something 
that can left out consideration even 
system education that predominantly 
interested the liberal arts rather than the 
illiberal arts. Without the vocational guidance 
necessary each individual’s pursuit the 
means livelihood, economic freedom 
endangered. And without economic freedom 
all freedoms lose their value and desirability. 
History too often has proved the truth 
this. When man’s economic freedom placed 
clothing, and shelter, has too often been 
willing forego and surrender his other 
freedoms, religion included. 

must clear that Catholic boys and 
girls are live upright lives, they are never 
economic freedom will put into jeopardy 
they must provided with vocational guid- 
ance. 


The Necessity for Vocational Guidance 


The fact that liberal education the 
soundest basis for future economic security 
may presented argument for the 
emphasis placed upon our Catholic 
schools. such argument there much 
truth. However, this exclusive dependence 
upon liberal education has placed nearly all 
position. The reasons for this are close 
that they blind our own deficien- 
cies. the light these reasons, nothing 
short amazing that have been tardy 
supplying the facilities necessary take 
the slack providing vocational guidance 
the high schools. 

Every year approximately 1,750,000 youths 
need adjust themselves 18,000 different 
occupations. Yet maintained that 
per cent the city schools and per cent 
the rural schools give systematic voca- 
tional guidance. Furthermore, 1932, 
every 1000 children grade one, 850 reached 
the first year high school, and only 450 
graduate from secondary school. the latter 
number, 150 enter college similar educa- 
tional evident from these 
figures that thousands young men and 
women, Catholics well others, not 
attend secondary school long enough re- 
ceive liberal education which supposed 
give them the general foundation requisite for 
entrance into vocation. many leave 
our schools, one reason for this the 
lack purposiveness what they study, 
then necessary that while they are 
school some vocational guidance must 
integral part their program. 

Further perusal research statistics not 
only emphasizes the lack any vocational 
guidance whatsoever but also brings out the 
misconceived notion the world work 
with which boys and girls enter high school 
and many .cases leave high school. Bing-

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ham? the investigation the vocational 
cnoices 1000 seventh-grade boys and girls 
New York City found these results: 
the 1000 boys, 105 wanted become physi- 
whereas only men 1000 gainfully 
were that vocation; two wished 
truck drivers, and men em- 
ployed were this line work. the 
1000 girls, 406 desired typists, yet 
1000 women employed only 103 were em- 
ployed; and, while none the girls wished 
become clothing operators, the fact that 
women out 1000 gainfully employed 
the New York area were doing such work. 
These figures carry their own admonition. 
Some place the high school program these 
boys and girls must find time analyze their 
vocational preference, their abilities and apti- 
tudes, and, necessary, change their prefer- 
ence the light this additional informa- 
tion. they not discover school the 
requirements for various occupations they 
will suffer the end, and society turn will 
the loser because its inability absorb 
adolescents who are unprepared and conse- 
quently confused and disillusioned. The effect 
that this will have upon their future attitude 
toward the schools not difficult imagine. 

Modern times have undoubtedly made the 
work the schools more complex and more 
trying. the age-old task providing reli- 
gious, educational, and social guidance has 
been added, force necessity, the job 
providing vocational guidance. Until few 
decades ago life was simple and largely local 
and independent. Under these circumstances 
boys and girls were expected find future 
employment within small radius the home. 
Furthermore was the duty the home 
give the vocational guidance necessary for the 
successful pursuit vocation. 

Today, however, because the ease 
transportation and because technological 
and social changes, there more distant 
horizon for youth. With the radius em- 
ployment greatly expanded, the youth has 
greater need for knowledge the working 
world, the educational background needed, 
the training required, the aptitudes necessary, 
the possibilities success, and 101 other 
facts that will help him find happiness 
and economic freedom the future. Unfor- 
tunately, while all these changes have been 
occurring, the’ family, which times past 
has given this necessary vocational guidance, 
quently some other interested agency must 
supply this type guidance. the 
schools must come forward and disseminate 
this vital information. 

One final reason for the inclusion voca- 
tional guidance our Catholic secondary 
schools will not amiss. give the child 
religious guidance from the day enters 
school until graduates. This guidance and 
knowledge will sustain him times politi- 
cal, social, and economic difficulties well 
guiding him during more peaceful periods 
life. Why not lessen the strain put upon 
his faith providing him with the knowledge 
the world work and where that 
world his aptitudes and talents can used 
best advantage? Who can deny the fact that 
young man’s religious ideals, his faith 
himself, others, and the school, put 
stern test when economic insecurity

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present? Even only one man woman 
graduate our Catholic secondary schools 
placed position poor vocational 
adjustment with vocational guidance upon 
which rely the school has failed one 
its most important functions. 

fact too often unrealized teachers 
that personal tragedy and economic waste 
results from two causes: ignorance the 
opportunities that lie ahead and ignorance 
the individual’s peculiar powers. Fortunate 
the youth who receives his education those 
schools which recognize these two causes and 
consequently see that the student 
protected against subsequent disappointment 
and 


What Are Doing About Vocational 


This means the first time that 
plea has been made for the inclusion voca- 
tional guidance our Catholic secondary 
schools. Yet fact that surprisingly 
little has been done correct this one weak 
link our program. number surveys 
have been made recently analyzing the extent 
this type guidance the public and 
Catholic schools and each one brings out the 
same disconcerting results. Irrespective the 
type school, there decided neglect 
this phase the adolescent’s education. And, 
spite the facilities available, rather 
strange that our public school colleagues have 
done little more than supplying voca- 
tional guidance systematic way. 

Not present too pessimistic point 
view may added that, when one con- 
siders the relative newness this phase 
education our Catholic schools, the figures 
subsequently quoted may interpreted 
evidence some progress this field. 

The research previously referred covered 
some instances particular diocesan systems 
and another. the Catholic secondary system 
throughout the United States. this latter 
study that special interest now. Sister 
Jane Frances Weber dissertation concern- 
ing the extent vocational guidance our 
Catholic schools found, among other facts, the 
following which are taken substantiate the 
claims put forth the preceding paragraphs. 
The survey covered 1231 schools which en- 
rolled 62.9 per cent the students attending 
Catholic secondary schools 1940.* these 
only 197 schools per cent offered 
class occupations. the 197 schools, how- 
ever, only listed this course being re- 
quired, while 124 schools gave optional. 
Seven did not say whether was required 
safe deduce that possibly mere 
per cent the Catholic secondary schools 
this survey are giving systematic vocational 
guidance. 

These figures emphasize, nothing else, 
the fact that the youth attending our high 
schools are not obtaining that type educa- 
tion and guidance which will permit them 
find greater purpose their schoolwork. Nor 
are they receiving the information ‘which will 
eliminate future unhappiness 
After all, help the students respond 
happily and well their total environment 
that the secondary school has the function

our schools are deficient one aspect the 
total guidance function, apt dis- 
torted all other aspects guidance. 


Conclusions 


can realize the gravity leaving voca- 
tional guidance out the school program 
heeding the fact that unrest and discontent 
are found almost exclusively 
who have spent considerable time securing 
education that has not prepared them 
find place the world work. disre- 
garding this phase the adolescents’ educa- 
tion are not only robbing them their 
rightful chances securing economic freedom 
but just serious are sowing the seeds 
future disorders the social, political, and 
moral order, thereby jeopardizing not one but 
all the four freedoms, which are every 
child’s God-given heritage. 

Unwise the teacher who subscribes the 
views the president one the leading 
eastern universities. belittling the role 
vocational guidance the schools, men- 
tions the fact that the world certainly none 
the worse off because the lack vocational 
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guidance the school life Charles Darwin. 
Darwin during his youthful years set out 
prepare for medicine, changed preparing 
for the mimstry, and finally finished 
scientist. answer this, and the answer 
any forward-looking teacher, that, 
Darwin had been fortunate enough have 
had some vocational guidance his youth, 
might have been position have 
made his contributions years sooner thereby 


additional years see what some 


his less intelligent disciples have done with 
his theories. 

Pope Pius XI, referring the dual func- 
tion the school, said: true Christian 
does not renounce the activities this life, 
does not stunt his natural faculties, but 
develops and perfects them, co-ordinating 
them with the Let prepare 
the child for life hereafter the same time 
for life here earth. And there reason 
why the adolescent who attends secondary 
school should not assisted discovering 
that work for which best fitted, thereby 
making the path final salvation little 
easier, not little surer. 
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must not deceive ourselves. Our edu- 
cational system, both secular and religious, 
jeopardy for lack funds and wide- 
spread indifference toward and our work. 
overcome this indifference should 
strive make closer and more favorable 
contacts with our patrons. longer can 
the teacher assume. that her responsibility 
ends with her having taught the contents 
prescribed textbook. Her failure enter 
into the common ever-recurring vocational 
interests the child does not engender sup- 
port and good faith the part the parents. 
And when our students find themselves 
world work for which they were not ade- 
quately prepared they will turn influence 
their children, just their parents, who upon 
finding themselves ill prepared for earning 
living, have influenced them. Consequently, 
our schools are fit into the postwar world 
insure the four freedoms for all, 
irrespective ‘race, creed, nationality, they 
must, before too late, see that their 
programs include that type guidance the 
lack which the very roots much 
the unhappiness and indecision found our 
high school graduates.

tive resistance dictatorship. Few people 
would have heard about such characters 
Hitler and Stalin because neither their in- 
fluence nor their political science could de- 
velop the light such facts should 
have shouted round the world.

Self-Evident Truths 


difficult put one’s finger upon that 
precise point our history where education 
American polity began disintegrate. 
know that throughout the first century 
our national life there was substantial evi- 
dence our persistent and official adherence 
the political philosophy that had made 
“the last best hope earth.” good sample 
such evidence the following language 
from decision rendered the United States 
Supreme Court the year “The 
very highest duty the States when they 
entered the Union under the Constitution was 
protect all persons within their boundaries 
the enjoyment those unalienable rights 
with which they. were endowed their 
Creator.” 

This plain declarative sentence but 
effectively digests the great revelation 
American political science. 
version the American Declaration Inde- 
pendence, that revelation stated follows: 
hold these truths self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed their Creator with certain un- 
alienable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and the pursuit Happiness. That 
secure these rights, Governments are in- 
stituted among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent the governed. 
That whenever any Form Government 
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becomes destructive these ends, the 
Right the People alter abolish it, 
and institute new Government, laying its 
foundation such principles and 
its powers such form, them shall seem 
most likely effect their Safety and Happi- 
expression its greatest and most compre- 
hensive truth. the complete American 
political philosophy sure, but more 
than that. the definite orientation 
man his eternal relationship his God, 
his government, and his fellowman. Here 
the specific for liberty, order, and peace 
distilled from “The Laws Nature and 
Nature’s God.” There conceivable 
private public injustice that not de- 
parture from these principles; tyranny, 
however petty, that does not violate their 
simple unequivocal directions. There 
other effective prescription for the ills 
human society. Our history and 
the history the world general clearly 
show that must respect the “self-evident 
truths” ruined periodically mad, 
materialistic stampede. 


American Life Secularized 


These principles the Declaration Inde- 
pendence constitute the very optimum 
political science. Their analysis and imple- 
mentation through the forms, methods, and 
measures government should constitute 
the whole true, rounded education 
American politics. Yet, how many 
learned taught the subject this manner? 
The ringing, self-evident truths which Jeffer- 
son called the “common sense” the 
can mind” were struck from the agenda 
American education long before most 
were born. They were deliberately sabotaged 
educational cabal that had determined 
secularize American life, root, stem, and 
branch. This new order realistic pragmatism 
required that the Declaration Independence 
purged from the American consciousness. 
The reason obvious. The “New Order” 
was “realist,” “experimentalist,” and skeptical 
nature and object. Since its purpose was 
put question mark behind every conclusion, 
its first task was destroy the foundation 
faith upon which all American education 
had been constructed the prerevolutionary 
eighteenth century. The reformers found both 
logical and psychological obstructions the 
Declaration Independence. The logical ob- 
stacles arose out the fact that the 
phraseology the Declaration constituted 
profound and stirring Act Faith faith 
God; His creation; the equality all 
men the sight God; liberty, the 
unalienable concomitant our eternal duty 
and responsibility God: the subordina- 
tion all things, and civil government 
particular, God’s creative purpose. Further- 
more, the Declaration asserted that this theo- 
logical faith was the very breath our new 
political life, the heart and soul our éntire 
constitutional system. 

All this faith the pragmatists had de- 
termined destroy. Their secu- 
larized and thoroughly plan for 
the new social order put the destinies 
human nature into the experimental labora- 
tories. From there they were trans- 
ferred governmental administrators with 
power act. the new experimentalists, 
the only thing more abhorrent than the 
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possibility was the 
lingering concept “unalienable right.” 
They knew that long such “archaic 
medievalisms” were generally believed and 
understood, would quite impossible 
establish what they regarded 
progressive and scientific “democracy.” Never- 
theless, the psychological obstructions 
herent the Declaration seriously compli- 
cated any attack upon it. These were found 


the powerful emotions that the 


document stirred the breast all Ameri- 
cans. was the symbol the successful 
Revolution, our national independence, 
and our individual liberty. Had the re- 
formers hit the Declaration head on, they 
would have roused the wrath every com- 
munity from one end the country the 
other and the “new order enlightened 
materialism” would have died a-borning. 


The Declaration Ignored 


their dilemma, the leaders the new 
political and educational order decided 
treat the Declaration Independence 
did not exist. Its “juvenile and pious 
absolutes” were carefully edited out the 
new and “best” teaching materials. God-given 
rights became simply “The Bill Rights.” 
Official documentation began with the year 
1787 and the constitution the United 
States. For all philosophical purposes, the 
first decade United States history was 
quietly repealed. part this process, the 
Declaration Independence was pushed into 
the dusty volume “source where 
took its place the side The May- 
flower Compact and The Albany Plan 
Union. 

the meantime, have been carefully 
led away from the faithful and truly reli- 
gious spirit our institutions into almost 
complete reconciliation with the 
ful” government theory from which 


revolted 1776. For the clear, workable 
definition freedom which deliberately 
coined the birth our nation, have 
quite 


been induced substitute now 
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meaningless concept called “democracy.” The 
doctrine separation church from state 
which normally sound traditionally 
American has been perverted into the false 
and un-American notion that all government 
must completely secular and materialistic, 
its place the core and heart our 
political science, religion has been shunted 
into obscure corner called 
worship.” 

The Constitution, devoid its spirit, has 
become confusing dead letter. appears 
inhibit prevent the accomplishment ob- 
viously necessary reforms. Our own misguided 
snarls which all American government 
seems continually involved. sheer 
desperation multiply “freedoms,” proclaim 
“charters,” and demand that existing and 
prospective political orders the world cease 
racial persecution and respect the “right 
worship.” Our unity against Hitler does not 
prevent hundred divisions upon other and 
only slightly less important problems. are 
surfeited with “plans” but one comes 
forward with positive program tested 
principles. 

These disturbances are the graduation exer- 
cises materialistic education. The Godless, 
faithless falsification our own priceless 
political science now offering diploma 
upon which only question marks are written, 
judgment upon us, the teachers, 
who allowed determined little band 
atheists sell “bill goods.” Under 
their aegis, corrupted 
science and missed the chance translate 
our religious curriculum into the clear, pa- 
triotic terms spelled out for the fathers 
our constitutional system. But may yet 
have our revenge. The time short but 
also ripe. While are revamping and revolu- 
tionizing our civics courses, can recommit 
the American Act Faith and put upon 
the parched lips despairing humanity 
that both hungry and thirsty for the com- 
forting consolation self-evident truth. 


Endowed Their Creator With Inalienable Rights. 
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Children’s Literature and the Negro Problem 


ROM every side, like sinister siren, 

comes the warning Americans give 
heed lest winning the war they may lose the 
peace. the biood American boys red- 
dens the sands Italy and stains the swamps 
the South Sea Islands assure freedom 
all oppressed peoples, one forced 
stop short the consciousness the in- 
justice people the United States with 
other sin than the having 
been born with black skin. 

commenting this situation, Thomas 
Doyle writes: “If interracial injustice were 
not actuality America, the needs 
the Negro minority would not cail for any 
specialized attention and Pope 
would not have had single them out tor 
specific mention his letter the Church 
America shortly after his 

His Holiness writes: Church 
America faces profoundly imperative 
task and practicing Catholic whose eyes 
are open realize may refuse whenever the 
opportunity comes his. way.” 

The issue has become obvious that one 
disturbed the frantic, and too often 
futile, efforts those who, with more en- 
thusiasm than foresight, rush attack 
the problem and little else than create 
antipathy. Even casual study the problem 
will suggest that such procedure will pro- 
duce worth-while effects. deeper and 
more systematic attack required. the 
past few months Americans have become 
conscious that new picture evolving 
the Negro front. Harry Lorin Binsse, writing 
says: “The new picture lies behind 
Detroit and Harlem; yet little conscious 
have most been this new picture 
that not yet see clearly. All 
know that Detroit and Harlem have made 
aware that there new picture, and have 
made realize that the interests our 
country new propaganda, new approach 
needed.” 

Catholic educators, our duty 
see what can done the classroom.

throughout. Care must used, however, not 
mistake illiterate habits speech for 
dialect. artistic use dialect made 
such artists Marion Anderson, Paul Robe- 
son, and Roland Hayes. who sing their own 
spiritual dialect. inartistic use dialect 
Arna Bontemps, himself Negro, 
uses very realistic vernacular his books, 
which type dialect very different from 
that used Anna Vaughan Weaver her 
book Frawg. The danger that both white 
and Negro children will interpret the lan- 
guage ridicule. Considerable discussion has 
arisen over the Bre’r Rabbit stories Joel 
Chandler Harris. true that children for 
several generations have enjoyed these stories. 
Was because they gained this appreciation 
from adults who read the stories them? 
Possibly so, but after the child became 
familiar with the dialect there little doubt 
but what could pick the book and enjoy 
himself. 

Another very sensitive point Negro 
books the illustrations. One the criti- 
cisms frequently made the early Nicodemus 
books Inez Hogan that the characters 
seemed caricatures. Someone, com- 
menting this fact. remarked that the char- 
acters had “too much lipstick on.” 

The sensitivity the Negro easily ex- 
plained, and Christians imperative 
for avoid everything that offends him. 
The white child must learn that certain 
derogatory terms such “Nigger,”

mental activity, the tendency manipu- 
late objects, the inmost tendencies con- 
struct, the growth memory and productive 
imagination leave with doubt the 
instinctive basis drawing. Since drawing 
does have instinctive basis and certain 
tendencies lead drawing, the business 
the teacher recognize these tendencies 
and direct them. 

The collecting instinct one that can 
given self-expression the collecting 
religious pictures, stamps for the missions, 
rosaries, Catholic books, and papers for our 
chaplains and for our hospitals. may 
given further expression the collecting 
waste paper, waste kitchen fats, and tin 
cans for our government. 

The manipulation instinct very active 
when the child pasting, cutting, modeling 
with clay, drawing with pencil, crayon, 
brush.

While walking around the 
room noticed that one 
little Mexican pupils had added 
United States flag his ship.

and water was pouring into the 
bucket. showed his drawing 
the other pupils and explained 
them how happy was when they 
could put something their very 
own into their drawings.

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years age. Often this the plateau stage. 
the child becomes critical and 
drawings poor, weak imitations, and the 
charm creative art vanishes. Mechanical 
drawing and decorative art where defects are 
less serious and glaring can used the 
wise teacher this time. 

fifteen sixteen there comes most 
children rebirth artistic interest and 
rapid increase artistic ability. This the 
time technique. Their intellectual capaci- 
ties are maturing, their observations are more 
accurate, and their attention subject 
control. 

Children whole seem most inter- 
ested depicting the human form. course, 
the first ideas are very crude, merely 
irregular circle for the head and irregular 
lines for the body, arms, and legs.

Boys like scenes with plenty 
action. Boys depict taller repre- 
sentations persons while girls 
depict 
Rhythmic decorations surfaces 
come earlier and are more de- 
veloped with girls than with 
boys. Boys attain the stage 
perfect representation earlier than 
girls and more perfectly than 
girls. Boys are also more original, 
*but girls better conventional 
schoolwork. All these differences 
should held mind when art 
courses for schools are made, 
that narrow prescription 
subjects should held for 
children even the same sex 
and still less for children differ- 
ent sex. 

keep pace with the develop- 
ing child, there are number 
principles worth remembering. 
Content and not form should 
worked for first. Certainly, large, 
coarse movements should precede 
small fine ones. Concrete exam- 
ples should precede originality 
performance. Materials such 
sand, clay, wooden blocks, heavy 
cord precede use 
scissors, crayon, and pencil.

Preparation for Life 


The responsibility the school for 
guiding its students solving educational, 
vocational, and personal problems has been 
recognized sincere educators all 
times, and particularly Catholic edu- 
cators. 

You read Sister Marie Theresa’s article 
this subject the June issue THE 
CaTHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL. While Sister 
was discussing educational guidance, she 
also dwelt the need for vocational 
guidance and the general lack facilities 
for providing vocational training. 

this issue THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
you will find article dealing 
specifically with the need vocational 
courses our high schools. Courses 
commercial subjects and home economics 
are rather common 
schools and, now and then, find shop 
course. But many students who should 
Catholic schools are attending public 
high schools for vocational training. 
certainly would blessing more 
our larger Catholic high schools could 
offer variety vocational courses. Cath- 
olics who are preparing join the rank 
and file the community need the spirit- 
ual preparation offered the Catholic 
school just much the prospective 
leaders.

The Catholic bishops Germany issued 
pastoral letter Ten Command- 
ments and the Nation’s Law Life,” which 
was read the pulpit Catholic churches 
October and 17, the 
height the Nazi power. was 
courageous thing do, assert the 
superiority the moral law and declare 
ruthless nation that neither obeyed nor 
respected the laws God man, even 
rudimentary human decency. 

The German bishops speak because 
the bishop’s duty speak. They are 
“carrying out the obligation imposed upon 
them their apostolic office.” their 
duty God and the nation. They recall 
the day when they were consecrated 
bishops and the words uttered that 
time: “Let the Bishop love the truth and 
never abandon it, overpowered neither 
fear nor flattery. Let him not turn light 
into darkness darkness into light; let 
him not call good evil and evil good.” 

but natural therefore that find 
them the role described the 
pastoral itself: come for- 
ward defend with particular vehemence 
all those who are unable plead for their 
rights themselves: for the young people 
with their claim religious instruction, 
guidance and ministrations, for the inno- 
cent who are prison and oppressed, in- 
cluding those who are not our blood and 
nationality, for those who 
evacuated and deported, for the workers 
who are prisoners and foreign race, and 
for their title moral protection and 
religious ministration.”

your thoughts once more and with

They are and will remain the soundest 
basis happiness and well-being, order 
and security human life whole.” 
What the world needs “new order” 
new moral order and renewal the 
Christian spirit, and the way God’s 
Commandments. only from the more 
loyal obedience God’s Commandments 
that can expect renewal order.

The fourth commandment condemns 
State usurpation and forms public edu- 
cation which impair authority parents 
and conflict with the parents’ conscience 
and responsibility toward God. nation 
that announces its claims power with- 
out reference God moral tyranny. 

The fifth commandment condemns the 
killing innocent hostages and unarmed 
prisoners war and the attacks men 
other races and origin. 

The pastoral says that the sixth and 
ninth commandments were not existence 
they would have formulated only 
for the healthiness national life. Numer- 
ous abuses Germany are listed. The 
racially mixed marriage, properly con- 
cluded with the laws God are entitled 
the blessings unity, sanctity, and in- 
dissolubility, and its natural fruit, progeny 
—which are promised therein. The right 
property asserted, condemnation 
slavery made under the authority 
the seventh and tenth commandments. The 
right truth and honor nation under 
the eighth commandment proclaimed.

Ever since you put the tepees the 
sand table that Thanksgiving you were 
the second grade, you have been learning 
about Indians. Almost everyone interested 
Indians and has quite collection opin- 
ions about them gathered from variety 
sources. How much what you believe about 
Indians correct and how much ro- 
mantic remnant from your dime-novel days 
lifted from Western movies? 

The quiz which follows this article was 
not designed cover all that you might 
know about Indians, but you can choose 
the correct statement every time, your 
edge Indians something super. Frankly, 
not know just how well adult 
should this quiz. has been given 
444 eighth-grade boys and girls eight 
school systems six different states. These 
youngsters were enrolled 
tems which are among the best their 
respective states. these 444 pupils, more 
than half selected the right statements 
items 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 
19, and 22. That makes out state- 
ments correctly chosen majority the 
children. Did you that well? 

you haven’t taken the quiz, stop and 
before you read any further. 

The Indians the period discovery and 
settlement our country are considered

surprising how many intelligent and 
educated people ask those who work with 
Indians, “Do you speak Indian?” though 
there were only one Indian language. The 
eminent anthropologist, Mr. Clark Wissler, 
tells that were different language 
families that part the North American 
continent north Mexico. The different lan-

guages within some those families were 
often dissimilar French and Spanish and 
the difference between language families was 
sometimes great between English and 
Chinese. The only means communication 
between many these tribes with different 
languages was Indian sign language which 
was understood many tribes and seems 
have been common use, especially among 
the tribes the Great Plains. Forty per cent 
two out five the children tested 
thought that all Indians spoke the same 
language. 

large number our important agri- 
cultural products came from the In- 
dians, among them, beans, squash, and to- 
bacco. Corn led them all, both the number 
tribes who cultivated and the extent 
territory over which was raised. Ninety- 
eight per cent the children answered this 
question correctly. 

The Indian, most familiar our fancy, 
the feathered warrior galloping over the plains 
his spotted pony, but Indian ever saw 
horse until the Spaniards imported them. 
The only animal ever generally domesticated 
the Indians North America was the dog. 

Many Indian tribes were nomadic but most 
their wandering was done foot 
boat. Various tribes used different materials 
make boats several types which they 
used where waterways were available. Canoes 
bark, dugouts made hollowed logs, and 
kayaks skin stretched over framework 
are examples various types early Indian 
boats. The travois poles was Indian 
invention for pulling loads, but the “horse- 
power” was squaw dog, never buffalo. 
The buffalo provided the plains Indians with 
shelter, clothing, food, and utensils, but was 
never domesticated. 

The Indians had variety games, some 
them rough that our football seems 
tame comparison. Many the quiet 
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games played women and girls, well 
men and boys, were gambling games. Some 
were played with bones which were long 
shape but were quite exciting our “gal- 
loping dominoes.” Most the children knew 
that the Indian game mentioned this ques- 
tion Crosse. 

The various wars between the Indians and 
white settlers were exception the axiom 
that the basic cause wars economics. The 
Indians wanted the land and its products and 
did the newcomers. 

Very few statements can made which 
will apply with equal truth all the In- 
dian groups. Tribes various regions dif- 
fered widely language, dwellings, food, 
social customs, and almost every other sig- 
nificant way. Many tribes hunted for living, 
some fished, few lived wild seeds, 
number farmed; but one method gaining 
livelihood was common all nearly all 
the tribes. The variety culture patterns 
found among the tribes makes quite pos- 
sible know great deal about one group 
Indians, such the Pueblos the South- 
west the Cherokees the Southeast, and 
yet know practically nothing concerning the 
great Ojibwa (or Chippewa) group woods 
Indians. Almost half the school children 
tested thought that practically every tribe got 
most its food hunting. 

all who spent much our 
time wheels “before the war,” seems 
almost incredible that one this conti- 
nent, far know, ever used wheel 
until the Europeans arrived. know that 
aboriginal Indians fashioned tools from cop- 
per; that several areas, particularly the 
Southwest, weaving textiles was practiced; 
and that fire was used all the Indian 
groups. 

Only one school child four knew that 
the income the average Indian family 
lower than that the average white family, 
and more than half them believed tuber- 
culosis almost nonexistent among the In- 
dians since they are outdoor race. 

The statements contained the last ques- 
tion afford opportunity voice opinions 
which are sometimes expressed concerning 
Indians. You probably know that the only 
true statement the one which affirms that 
most Indians live rural areas. fact, they 
are the most rural all our racial groups 
America. 

very few states have laws restricting mar- 
riages between Indians and whites, and cer- 
tain states also separate white people from 
all other races their school systems, but 
such restrictions are the exception. Practically 
all the higher educational institutions 
our country are open Indians. fair per- 
centage Indians are well educated, and this 
percentage increasing rapidly. 

The school children tested were asked 
tell where they learned about Indians. Be- 
ginning with the most important, they ranked 
their sources information concerning In- 
dians follows: textbooks, library books, 
movies, teachers, magazines, museums, visits 
Indian reservations, wild-west shows, com- 
ics, professional Indian entertainers, and 
radio. 

spite much teaching and almost uni- 
versal interest the subject Indians, the 
results this test indicate that great many 
misconceptions about Indians are still com- 
mon. How, then, can teachers and all others 
interested the welfare Indians bring

children and the general public more accu- 
rate knowledge and better understanding 
the Indian people today? 

There still threefold Indian problem. 
Indians are largely rural people with inade- 
quate land resources and incomes insufficient 
attain the average American standard 
health and economic security. There still re- 
mains the old problem conflict and adjust- 
ment which inevitable when two cultures 
meet, and, usual such cases, the burden 
adjustment falls the minority group. 
Racial prejudice still exists. 

Many individuals Indian blood have be- 
come completely assimilated into our 
society that they are longer thought 
Indians. Numbers such people have 
taken places leadership, and others, not 
conspicuous, are useful members the 
communities which they live. Those In- 
dian groups who still live according the 
old tribal ways are the personification cer- 
tain ideals which many Americans are lack- 
ing and would well learn from them. 
Among such groups the greatest man still 
the one who spends himself for the group; 
who acquires material possessions only 
provide for those unable care for them- 

You may know great deal about the In- 
dians encountered your ancestors, but 
you know much about their descendants 
who have sent approximately 18,000 young 
men into the armed service our country 
during the present war? Part the test 
relates these present-day Indians. 

Yes, there are still Indians; about 350,000 
them, one accepts the definition the 
Indian Office and counts all one 
fourth degree more Indian blood. About 
half this ‘number are “full bloods.” In- 
dians are not dying out, but are increasing 
higher rate than any other population 
group, with the possible exception Mexi- 
cans and Orientals; faster even than the 
Negro race. One third the children believed 
that the Indian population rapidly de- 
creasing and only one twenty-five gave the 
correct answer. 

Some Indians still live tents, wickiups, 
hogans, and pueblos, but the majority 
them live houses and even apartment 
houses like the rest America. 
present, good many young men are spend- 
ing most their time fox holes. 

often hear people speak Indian 
having gone “back the blanket,” implying 
that educated Indian has given white 
civilization for his. native customs. Often 
native dress the most appropriate, durable, 
and comfortable costume for the environment 
which the Indian lives, and return 
tribal costume does not necessarily mean 
rejection such part white culture 
the Indian considers good. But whatever the 
exceptions the part tribes 
viduals, most Indians now dress just like 
white people, including the shoes. 

There was time when the government 
attempted keep the reservation the 
Indians who were enrolled there, and keep 
off the reservation all white men except those 
who had business there; but officials were 
never successful either attempt. Such re- 
strictions have not been force for many 
years. Reservations nowadays are owned 
used one more bands groups In- 
dians. Usually only members these groups 
are assigned land for their use. There still 


insufficient land for all the members every 
group receive assignments allotments, 
and some Indian land holdings are almost 
valueless are held separate parcels, each 
which too small used effectively. 
you feel that Indians control large 
proportion our Western land, remember 
that some reservations acres more 
are necessary pasture one animal. Many 
the public school children regard In- 
dian reservation sort concentration 
camp where Indians are required remain 
under strict supervision the government. 

When tribes from the territory east the 
Mississippi were removed across the 
Waters,” the “Indian Territory” given 
them was what now part the state 
Oklahoma. Many Western bands were sent 
there also. Today Oklahoma has the largest 
Indian population any state. Many the 
most prominent and influential families 
that state are Indian blood. 

Although long before 1924 many individual 
Indians, and even entire bands, had been 
granted citizenship, was not until that date 
that citizenship was all Indians 
born the United States. Many Indians 
receive certain federal benefits not granted

treaties. Indians now receive government 
rations, and none receives financial aid from 
the government except those who would 
the natural recipients relief any Ameri- 
can community old, the sick, the very 
young, and others who cannot care for them- 
selves. 

Most Indians today live very much 
other citizens do, burying their dead, wearing 
trousers dresses, cutting and often curling 
their hair the latest styles, sewing with 
needles and thread sewing machines, and 
conducting themselves about well 
ill their neighbors other races. Many 
white children, however, refuse have their 
Indians debunked like Santa Claus the 
fairies. More than one fourth those tested 
believed that most present-day Indians still 
wear moccasins, and per cent would have 
them buried with food and weapons for use 
the happy hunting grounds the good 
old days. 

Since Indians are citizens, they are subject 
the draft and are exactly the same 
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military status other Americans. Many are 
serving officers the various branches 
our armed forces. most tribes 
centage voluntary enlistment exceeds the 
national average. the children examined, 
per cent knew that Indians are citizens, 
but only per cent thought that Indians 
are subject the draft. One third the 
children said that Indians cannot enlist with- 
out the permission the Indian Office; per- 
haps some them thought might 
dangerous let red man have gun. 

Although most Indians now live very much 
white people do, their mode life 
necessity more similar that members 
the lowest income groups. While there are 
some well-to-do, and even rich Indians, the 
percentage very small, for the income 
the average Indian family today far 
below that the average white family. Many 
Indians, therefore, are undernourished and 
live overcrowded and unsanitary homes. 
Such conditions are partly responsible for the 
fact that among present-day 
culosis far more prevalent than among 
white people. This true even the South- 
west where the climate especially favorable 
recovery from tuberculosis. 

Indians have very real contributions 
make our national life and their efforts 
improve their own condition, they deserve 
the help all Americans.

The Wordbook Way 


One essentially picturesque way teaching 
the spelling and meaning words the 
wordbook method. found that fifth 
graders were their word- 
books.

Here the way fifth graders went 
about making their wordbooks. They first 
took their spellers and stack magazines. 
They paged hurriedly through their spellers 
and did the same through the magazines. 
They searched for words their spellers that 
would fittingly describe explain some at- 
tractive picture one their magazines. 
They searched for appropriate pictures that 
would fittingly portray, explain, and vivify 
some word their speller. With some well- 
chosen pictures pasted colored paper and 
with the word written near by, they com- 
piled some very neat, attractive, appealing 
wordbooks. With some poorly chosen pictures 
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they compiled threw together some rather 
dull books. But still, the good was done. 

Besides teaching vividly the spelling and 
meaning the words, the wordbooks gave 
excellent practice good judgment. takes 
little thought get the right picture for 
certain word.

Prove for Yourself 


Here are the results simple experiment 
made with regard the spelling these 
wordbook words. Eight lads were tested 
the spelling ten more difficult words from 
their wordbooks. the more difficult words 
are meant such words the following: 
beautiful, manufacture, agriculture, faucet, 
valentine, envelope, cigarette, bouquet, rein- 
deer, blizzard, geography, biscuits, raisins, 
priest, soldier, forehead. These boys, who usu- 
ally rank about 12, 15, 18, and 27, 
made average per cent this ex- 
periment. Only one lad (who ranks about 
18) got 100 per cent and only one (27th)

failed with per cent, greatly improved 
grade for him. 

Two items interest were noted after the 
project. One was the fact that practically all 
the boys recalled the exact picture they used 
for any their thirty wordbook words. The 
impressions were certainly vivid. Another 
point the fact that among the lads tested, 
three the four who misspelled one word 
the test misspelled that word the 
very same way their wordbooks. Again 
proof that the impressions were very vivid.

Comics

Within the past few years much our 
literature has broken down the barriers 
low passions and low ideals. Much has 
made the ugly seem the ordinary and the 
natural. Much it, too, has made the sin- 
fulness individuals attractive modern 
youth. Among such literature list the 
present-day comic books. was with this 
mind that our school undertook the 
task getting rid the so-called 
books” being devoured our children. 

The idea came about quite incidentally. 
mere question, “How many you have 
comic books home?” started the ball roll- 
ing. Practically every child had 
book, not only one, but many. With the 
situation now stood, the entire class was 
consulted what might done about 
these books. once someone suggested 
“drive” comics. informal discussion 
ensued the nature these books, the 
type reading matter contained them, and 
the undesirable features involved. When the 
interest the class seemed its height, 
challenge make “drive” all comic 
books our entire school was voiced. The 
enthusiasm the class knew bounds, and 
with eager minds they were ready “launch 
the attack.” 

handle the job hand, the children 
suggested certain members the 
class organize committees take charge 
the comic books coming from each the 
six classrooms. result six committees 
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were selected solicit the cooperation 
the other rooms the building. Each day the 
committees contacted their division for more 
comics. Each committee worked mightily 
outdo the others, and the same time they 
all felt they were doing something for the 
betterment our school. 

the past, great deal time has been 
given directing the reading books; 
however, very little time has been devoted 
the magazine reading pupils. Since the 
majority our children spend much time 
daily and weekly the reading comic 
magazines, and since comics are frequently 
sources information, teachers felt that 
was important that concern ourselves 
with the types comics which our boys 
and girls find pleasure. 


Collection Trash 


One evening after school the committees 
took inventory the number and diverse 
kinds comics that were collected. 
astonishment, two hundred seven different 
kinds were reported, this being about one 
sixth the actual number found the 
world. The types most frequently found were 
Walt Disney, Superman, Bat Man, Dick 
Tracy, and Mutt and Jeff. All but the first 
those mentioned glory robbery, murder, 
train wrecking, half-clad men and women, 
hand-to-hand combat, and many other un- 
desirable activities. concluded 
might the reason why some children not 
care read good literature. They are ac- 
customed reading the lurid, vulgar, vicious 
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activities depicted the “comic strip”; con- 
sequently, there relish for the better type 
literature. 

This “drive” was carried for period 
four weeks and the end that time, 778 
comic books had been collected. Now the 
question was, shall with 
suggested selling them waste paper, but 
one the boys informed me, “Sister, 
that, the owner might pass them around 
some kids. did that once before.” 
didn’t want that happen, the problem 
was brought before the class. felt that 
could not burn them, since Uncle Sam 
dire need ,waste paper. The next best 
thing was dismantle them first and then 
dispose them. This idea was acceptable, 
took few minutes one afternoon and the 
entire class helped dismantle what they now 
termed Someone cleverly remarked, 
“Just think how much money all these 
books.” Another made answer, “None 
money being torn these, because 
never spent money buy one.” After school 
the boys took the paper the salvage quar- 
ters. The next day the boys told some the 
children, “Boy, that trash weighed one hun- 
dred, forty pounds!” 


What Racket! 


was not always easy convert children 
realizing the cheapness these magazines; 
therefore, some children held tenaciously 
those they did have. was interested know- 
ing how often comics were purchased. Some 
children admitted they bought two three 
week; others two three month. Among 
class 42, only one girl stated she had 
never purchased nor read comic book. One 
boy admitted having them, but had never 
bought any. Occasionally during the “drive” 
would check upon the children find out 
whether they were still buying comics. Once 
when inquired about it, the boy who had 
never bought comic raised his hand and 
admitted having bought one. When asked 
him why had purchased one now since 
had never done before, replied, 
cause wanted bring one for the drive, 
too.” was interested knowing, too, how 
they had accumulated these books, was 
surprised see some boys and girls con- 
frankly admitted that their parents bought 
them, read them, and then passed them 
the children read. Others stated that 
they themselves had purchased them. and 
others said they made use the exchange 
system sharing, whereby one book used 
many children. One boy asserted that 
certain comic his, “The Big Three,” passed 
through thirty-six hands.

This was source great interest, because 
the child having the correct answer was 
permitted check several other lists the 
machine. add variety this 
keeping,” group the children would write 
the blackboard the prices the different 
items the lists were read and would add 
obtain the total. For example, 
reads: cheese, .13; carrots, .12; bread, .11; 
milk, .12; cookies, .10. All the bookkeepers 
then add get the total. the answers 
correspond, another child then chosen 
read his grocery list. child having an- 
swer that does not correspond asked 
check his answer adding aloud. facilitate 
this method, was necessary have com- 
plete record all the articles the store 
with current prices. The children used manu- 
script writing make this record copy- 
ing the names and prices the articles used 


the store. Hence there was constant need 
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for the practice manuscript lettering. The 
prices were put small cards and attached 
the large card with paper clips that the 
prices might replaced more recent ones. 

When the children made trip the store 
instead telephoning their lists, had 
excellent opportunity improve our English 
conversation, and rules politeness were 
practiced. The timid children forgot their 
self-consciousness and the forward ones 
learned how restrain their eagerness. 
this case each child prepared his list previous 
his trip. These lists were then checked 
the teacher and the child who used good 
manuscript lettering, had selected

Aims: have the child see God His 
creation. show the little ones the great 
love God for His creatures. 

The Chicago archdiocesan regulation its 
course Religion for elementary schools 
specifies that units one five taught the 
first grade during September and October. 
These are reviewed February and March. 
They are namely: (1) What God is; (2) One 
God three Persons; (3) God created every- 
thing; (4) The angels; (5) God created man. 

With constant repetition, the child fully 
grasps the entire idea creation his own 


simple way. able tell simple stories, 


and recognizes such words as: God, created, 
angels, sun, moon, stars, flowers, animals, 
man, trees, land, sea, heaven, birds, fishes, 
day, night, and other similar terms. These 
enable the first grader read simple sen- 
tences quite easily. course, great deal 
this knowledge comes through the pre- 
primer, primer, and later the first reader. 
Some gained repeated blackboard work 
during the religion period.
